'otal  Stocks  Larger  Than  a  Year  Ago 
Stocks  of  all  types  l/  of  leaf  tobacco  totaled  3,334  million  pounds  (farm-sales- 

_;ht)  on  October  I,  1947  £/,   This  is  about  11  percent  higher  than  stocks  on 
the  same  date  last  year,  when  there  were  2,998  million  pounds  in  the  hands  of 
dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico. 

During  the  third  quarter,  July  1,  1947,  to  October  1,  1947,  approximately  700 

lion  pounds  entered  stocks  through  sales  and  deliveries  as  compared  with 
655  million  for  the  same  quarter  last  year.   The  bulk  of  these  additions  was 
flue-cured,  but  also  included  Maryland  and  -cigar-leaf. 

Stocks  of  all  southern  types  v/ere  larger  than  a  year  ago.   Flue-cured  and 
Bur ley  holdings  each  increased  about  10  percent,  fire-cured  increased  around. 
36  percent,  dark  air-cured  20  percent,  and  Maryland  30  percent.  For  the  cigar- 
leaf  types  of  tobacco,  filler  stocks  v/ere  5  .percent  lower  than  12  months  ago, 
but  inventory  of  the  binder  types  increased  20.  percent  above  the  previous 
October  1  level,  and  shade-grown  was  up  12  percent.

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CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 
Flue-curod,  Bur ley,  and  Maryland  Stocks  All  Higher 

Flue-cured  leaf  stocks  were  144  million  pounds  greater  than  a  year  ago  rath 
holdings  this  October  1  totaling  1,639  million  pounds.   Marketing  of  the  1947 
flue-cured  crop  began  during  July  and  around  S70  million  pounds  or  slightly 
over  50  percent  of  the  estimated  production,  had  been  sold  up  to  October  1. 

Stocks  of  Burley  were  941  million  pounds  as  compared  with  a  carr3r-over  of  853 
million  last  October  l,.for  an  increase  of  88  million.   However ,  Burley  stocks 
held  by  manufacturers  had  declined  56  million  from  a  year  ago,  whereas  stocks 
in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  growers  Cooperative  Associations  increased  142 
million  pounds.   Based  on  these  stocks,  disappearance  (domestic  consumption 
plus  exports)  during  the  past  marketing  year,  of  Burley  tobacco  totaled  526 
million  pounds  compared  with  483  million  the  previous  year.   Exports  were 
around  50  million  pounds  (farm-salcs-weight) ,  an  increase  of  15  million  over 
the  previous  year,  ,  ... 

Maryland  stocks  were  52.5  million  pounds,  compared  with  40.3  million  on 
October  1,  1946.   During  the  third  quarter,  Maryland  leaf  held  by  dealers  and 
manufacturers  increased  17.4  million  pounds.   About  26  million  pounds  of 
Maryland  leaf  entered  stocks  bctweon  July  1  and  October  1  this  year  as 
marketing  of  the  record  size  1946  crop  over  the  loose-leaf  floors  was  completed. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  Other)  totaled  109.5 
million  on  October  1  as  against  121.5  million  on  July  1,  1947. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Firo-cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Up  Sharply  From  Year  Ago 

Fire-cured  leaf  tobacco  stocks  increased  38.3  million  pounds  over  holdings  a 
year  ago.   Stocks  amounted  to  143.2  million  pounds  compared  uith  104.9  million 
on  last  October  1.  All  of  the  increase  in  total  stocks  was  in  the  hands  of 
dealers  and  Growers  Cooperative  Associations,  as  stocks  in  the  hands -of  manu-  .  . 
facturcrs  were  below  the  total  reported  a  year  ago.   Stocks  of  fire-cured 
indicated  disappearance  of  fire-cur_;d  tobacco  during  the  marketing  year, 
October  1,  1946  -  October  1,  1947,  of  71  million  pounds  as  against  85.2 
million  the  previous  year.  Exports  accounted  for  34.4  million  pounds  and 
domestic  usuage  36.6  millions.   This  compared  with  47.6  million  exported'  the 
previous  12  months  and  37.6  million  pounds  domestic  disappearance „   Firc-curcd 
holdings  by  types  on  October  1,  1947,  wore  22.8  million  pounds  of  Virginia 
fire-cured,  86.1  million  of  Eastern  District,  34.2  million  of  Western  District 
and  0.2  million  of  Henderson  Stemming  fire-cured. 

Stocks  of  Dark  air-cured  tobacco  held  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  on  October  1, 
1947  totaled  72.7  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  12.2  million  above  the  figure 
for  a  year  ago.  However,  as  in  fire-cured,  stocks  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  in 
the  hands  of  manufacturers  were  lower  than  a  year  ago.   Indicated  disappearance 
of  dark  air-cured  leaf  during  the  past  marketing  year  was  36.2  million  compared 
with  43.5  million  during  the  preceding  year.   Exports  accounted  for  7.6  million 
pounds,  whereas  shipments  abroad  the  previous  12  months  totaled  13.1  million* 
Holdings  of  dark  air-cured  by  types  on  October  1,  1947,  were  40.1  million  pounds 
of  One  Sucker,  28.6  million  of  Green  River,  and  3.9  million  pounds  of  Virginia 
sun-cured. 
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CIGAR  LaA?  STOCKS 

Filler  Stocks  Lower;  Finder  and  Shade-grown  Larger 
Compared  with  Last  October  1 

Stocks  of  the  cigar  leaf  types  on  October  1,  19^7*  were  339' 7  million  pounds 
(farm-sales-weight)  of  domestic  types  including  Puerto  Rican,  and  33»7  million 
(unstemmed  equivalent)  of  foreign-grown  cigar- leaf.   The  corresponding  figures 
on  October  1,  19^-6,  were  327*5  million  pounds  and  26.1  million,  respectively* 

Combined  stocks  of  the  cigar-filler  types  were  196,1  million  pounds,  a  decrease 
of  around  11  million  pounds  compared  with  October  1,  19^-6.   Holdings  of  each 
type  were  lower  than  a  year  ago.   Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  stocks  were  98o*+  million 
pounds,  Ohio-Itoami  Valley  filler,  23o7  million,  and  Fuerto  Rican  7^  million,  of 
which  ^2«3  million  were  in  the  continental  United  States,  and  J>loJ   million  on 
the  Island,   Disappearance  of  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  for  the  marketing  year, 
October  1,  19^6,  to  October  1,  19^7,  amounted  to  6l  million  pounds  compared, 
with  53 ^ 3  million  the  preceding  year.   For  Ohio  filler,  the  disappearance  was 
10  million  pounds  compared  with  10„8  million  for  the  year  before. 

The  cigar-binder  leaf  stocks  totaled  12^c8  million  pounds  compared  with  103<>7 
million  on  October  1,  19^6„  Northern  Wisconsin  stocks  showed  the  largest  in- 
crease, although  Connecticut  Broadleaf  and  Southern  Wisconsin  holdings  were 
also  higher  than  a  year  ago.   Binder  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:  28.6 
million  pounds  of  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf,  16^5  million  of  Connecticut 
Valley  Havana  Seed,  2.7  million  of  Hew  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed., 
3d  -  5  million  of  Southern  Wisconsin,  kO   million  of  Northern  Wisconsin  and  0.^ 
million  of  Georgia  and  Florida  binder,   Based  on  the  October  1,  19^7  stocks, 
disappearance  of  cigar-binder  types  during  iyk&~k~[   amounted  to  1+9,8  million 
pounds  as  compared  with  60,8  million  during  the  previous  year, 

Shade-grown  leaf  stocks  were  18,8  million  pounds  which  is  an  increase  of  2C1 
million  over  the  level  for  October  1,  19^6Q  Practically  all  of  the  19^7  crop  of 
Georgia  and  Florida  shade  and  part  of  the  Connecticut  shade  crop  entered  stocks 
during  the  third  quarter.   Connecticut  shade  stocks  were  11. 9  million  pounds 
and  Georgia  and  Florida  shade  6t9  million. 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  consisted  of  30*9  million  pounds  of  Cuba 
(Havana),  1,9  million  of  Sumatra  and  Java,  0.8  million  of  Philippine  Islands 
(Manila),  and  0ol  million  of  Other  Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf.
